City Council 
Approves 
Master Plan 


In a “quickie” meeting that lasted 
only about 40 minutes, the Menlo 
Park city council Monday night 
gave final approval to the city’s 
long-discussed master plan for fu- 
ture development. 

The approval was a formality, 
council adopting a resolution after 
having given its okay at the prev- 
ious meeting. 

Monday night’s session had been 
postponed from Oct. 24, when a ma- 
jority of the council was attending 
the League of California Cities’ con- 
vention in Los Angeles. 

There was a brief agenda and no 
audience Monday night; hence the 
short session, 

After adopting the master plan, 
the council called a meeting for 8 
p.m. Nov. 21 in council chambers 
with residents in the blocks bounded 
by University drive, Oak Grove, 
Chestnut street and Santa Cruz 
avenue. 

The meeting is to discuss develop- 
ment of a parking area earmarked 
for future consideration in the mas- 
ter plan. 


$603,400 In 
Menlo Building 


Construction of $603,400 worth 
buildings, including 41 new homes 
at a cost of $516,500, was authorized 
by the city during October. 

The figure represents a drop from 
the summer high in building activ- 
ity but was well above the $493,200 
worth of. building authorized during 
the same period last year. 

Besides the new homes, permits 
were issued for three residence al- 
erations, seven non-residences and 
two apartment houses to have a 
total of seven units. 

Though permits authorizing $573,- 
200 worth of building were issued 
during the first three weeks of last 
month, activity dropped sharply last 
week with only three permits issued. 
They included permits for two new 
homes, one to be built by G & E 
Syverson at 840 San Mateo drive. 
costing $14,000 and the other to be 
built by Carl Stendell at 900 Wind- 
sor drive, to cost $16,000. 

The third permit was issued to 
Paul Everly for a $200 car port at 
1015 Hobart street.

As it did prior to the primary election in June, the RECORD- 
ER urges the election of Henry C. Hall as county superintend- 


ent of schools and of Earl B. Whitmore a's sheriff of San Mateo 


county. 

Our indorsement of Mr. Hall was based on his 34 years 
of work in the field of education and his experience as the 
present assistant superintendent. We feel his experience and 
background outweighs that of his opponent, James R. Tormey, 
and that Mr. Hall is well equipped to step into the office. As 
a former teacher, principal and school district superintendent, 
he has the qualifications. 

We feel, too, that there has been some misunderstanding 
as to what is the county superintendent's job. It is not am 
administrative one. It is one of service and liaison between local 


1 school districts and the state department of education. Local 


districts function autonomously, with no direction from the 
county superintendent. 

The latter does, however, provide services such as visual 
aid equipment and carries on welfare work, which has been 
Mr. Hall’s particular assignment as assistant superintendent. 
The county superintendent provides assistance to local districts 
in numerous ways. 

Our belief is that Mr. Hall would take into the superintend- 
ent’s job a close understanding of loca] school problems by 
reason of his close association with local school boards, while 
his opponent’s work has been pretty well confined to an adult 
education program at one institution. 

The fact that the county superintendent’s position is one 
of service rather than of administration sometimes is rather 
badly overlooked. There even has been criticism of the county 
official because of the internal difficulties in the Sequoia 
Union high school district. The Sequoia district is entirely 
self-governing. 

Much of the opposition to Mr. Hall’s candidacy has been 
based on the fact there has been no contest for the office since 
1906. If the electorate had felt at any time a change was 
needed, it would have been a simple matter to put a candidate 
into the field. 

The retiring superintendent, Pansy Jewett Abbott, has 
indorsed Mr. Hall’s candidacy. We can find no reason to 
believe that she would attempt to exercise any influence over 
her successor; indeed, we do not believe that Mr. Hall has 
been subservient in any way as assistant superintendent. 

Himself subjected to some mudslinging in the pre-primary 
campaign of last spring, Mr. Hall has not resorted to any such 
tactics. re 
Earl Whitmore has conducted a remarkable campaign 
against an old, entrenched organization that is determined to 
“hang on.’ He has fought cleanly, has made no promises, has 
stated that laws can be enforced and has pointed up his own 
qualifications rather than sharpshooting an any shortcomings 
of the opposition. He has youth on his side and a tremendous 
following and has run his campaign the hard way—by plain 
work. 

It has been extremely difficult for the opposition to pick 
out any particular way to attack him. He has a sound back- 
ground in police work, the study of law and FBI training and 
if he can manage a sheriff's office as well as he has directed 
his campaign, San Mateo county can expect a satisfactory 
administration effort.

Several of the Propositions on 
the ballot Tuesday are of interest 
to city governments, two of which 
have been discussed previously in 
this column. Following is a sum- 
mary from a municipal point of 
view. 

Proposition 1 would eliminate 
personal property from the property 
tax base. The net effect would be 
to shift some of the property tax 
burden from business and industry 
to home owners, landlords, famers 
and other real estate owners. It 
would prevent collection of person- 
al property taxes this year, create 
ing chaos at school, county and 
other local levels. No responsible 
organization appears to back it. 
Recommendation is “‘no”’. 

Proposition 3 would simplify 
and rationalize our lower court 
system. While some toes may be 
stePped upen, the measure is 
for the general good, and should 
be approved. 

Proposition 6 would permit state- 
regulated gambling. Aside from the 
other evil effects it would have, it 
would provide a heavy law enforce- 
ment problem for local government 
while gambling activities would be 
constitutionally exempt from local 
taxes. Recommendation is a strong 
“no” vote. 

Proposition 8 would remove the 
constitutional prohibition against 
increasing the salary of an elected 
official during his term of office. 
Apparently the purpose of this 
provision is to prevent such things 
as a city council fixing a low salary 
for an elective office, thus discour- 
aging competition, and then when 
the person of their choice is elected 
raising the salary. If a person not 
of their choice wins, then the sal- 
ary would stay down.

The Veterans’ Guide 


Widows Given 
Preference In 
Civil Service 


Widows of veterans, as well aS 
veterans themselves, are entitled to 
preference in state civil service, ac- 
cording to Floyd D. Granger, vet- 
erans service officer, San Mateo 
county. 

State law provides that widows, 
upon establishing their eligibility, 
may have 10 points of preferential 
credit adde@ to their score on any 
open examination conducted by 
the state personnel board, after 
they have attained a passing mark. 

In practice, Granger said, this 
preference has the effect of im- 

proving considerably the chances of 
a veteran’s widow for a career in 
state service. 

Eligibility for veterans prefer- 
ence in state civil service is not 
established through the person- 
nel board, however, but through 
the state department of veterans 
affairs. APplication forms are 
available at the veterans service 
office in the courthouse, Redwood 
City. A single application will 
suffice to establish permanent el- 
igibility, making it unnecessary to 
file for preference on any future 
examination the widow may sub- 
sequently take. 

The veteran must have had at 
least 30 days of service with the 
armed forces during a war or dur- 
ing a peacetime campaign or ex- 
authorized the issuance of a medal. 

The widow must submit, along 
with the application for preference, 
a copy of the veteran’s discharge, a 
copy of his death certificate and 
a copy of her marriage certificate.

For Pioneer, 
Moses Kavanaugh 


Moses F. Kavanaugh, East Palo 
resident for 85 of his*86 years, died 
Saturday at his home at 1395 Bay 
road. 

Brought to Ravenswood by his 
parents at the age of 9 months, he 
later operated a farm pf his own 
in that area for more'than 40 years 
and was also known for his experi- 
ences as a baseball player with a 
south county nine before the turn of 
the century.

Ertz Book 
Calls for 


Savoring

“No, I’ve never been poor. I’ve 


always had clean sheets...and I’ve 


never been hungry,” says the hero- 
ine of a fine new novel, THE 
PRODIGAL HEART by Susan Ertz. 

Don’t you like that? And _ this 
baok, written by an American wo- 
man who has long lived in England, 
is full of such observations. In fact, 
this is a book to be read slowly, its 
flavor best appreciated if you read 
it aloud. Some of the wittiest com- 
ments of the year are to be found 
in this book about women in pres- 
ent day England. 

Susan Ertz has been visiting in 
San Francisco, but the society men- 
tion of her stay did not include this 
newest novel (Harper) of a long 
string, I think I’ve reviewed Ertz 
books as long as she has been writ- 
ing them; I’ve always found them 
satisfying, dignified, penetrating, 
analyses. Some of the titles you may 
remember are MADAME CLAIRE, 
MARY HALLAM, and THE PRO- 
SELYTE. 

POOR TITLE ’ 

THE PRODIGAL HEART is a 
poor title for a serious study of sev- 
eral types of women, with emphasis 
on a young war widow and her em- 
ployers, two wealthy older women 
whose charities occupy their oth- 
erwise empty days. 

It seems odd that more books 
are not written about feminine 
relationships for we are so con- 
cerned with the give and take of 
personalities in all our daily lives 
.. jobs, school, clubs, families. 
Miss Ertz has involved us in the 

problems of Medwin Blair chiefly 
as a daughter, one of those gir!s 
who has been “put upon” by rela- 
tives and who is now trying to get 
out from under. She has a small 
child staying with her sister; she’s 
trying to get a better job so that she 
may have the girl with her. 

Father’s lost his grip, Mother’s 
laid up, the only hope is a queerish 
maiden aunt. This aunt and Med-

School District Formed in 1880 


This is the twenty-eighth in a 
series of articles dealing with 
Menlo Park area history. 

The development of a Menlo Park 
school system has been, like the 
growth of the city itself, constant 
through the years. 

It was 1880 before a Menlo Park 
school district was formed. 

Prior to that time, because of the 
small population, the single schaol 
of the area was operated as a part 
of the Redwood City school district, 
and prior to the building of this 
city’s first school, area pupils gathe 
ered first at the vestry of the orig- 
inal Catholic church near Middle- 
field and Ringwood roads and later 
at the Church of the Nativity. But 
that was before construction of the 
first school building. 

The boundaries of what is now 
the Menlo Park school district, too, 
have not remained constant. There 
have been additions and subtrac- 
tions of territory, depending on the 
needs of the population. 

ON MIDDLEFIELD 

The original school operated by 
the Redwood City district was lo- 

cated, according to one of the des- 
criptions of the day, ‘‘to the left of 
Middlefield road.” 

But during the years of its oper- 
ation from 1874 one Fannie Doyle, 
daughter of wealthy pioneer settler 
John T, Doyle, had been working to

secure a better school for the area. 

It was largely through her work 
that the Menlo Park school dis- 
trict came into being, formed in 
1880, 

The district’s first school was lo- 
cated on Oak Grove avenue near 
Crane street. The original building 
remains to this day but in a some- 
what altered condition—it has been 
sawed into two pieces and, with 
changes, made into two dwellings. 
TWO TEACHERS 

At the time of the district’s for- 
mation, only two teachers were 
needed to handle instruction. A 
third member was added to the fac- 
ulty before 18835. 

Menlo Park was fortunate in one 
respect: one of the two faculty 
members hired in 1880 was an edu- 
cator who could really get things 
done. His name was Henry C. Hall. 

According to Cloud’s “History of 
San Mateo County,” as quoted by 
Byron C. Curry of the county school 
department: 

“Henry Clay Hall, the teacher, 
writer, orator and sage of Menlo 
Park was, without doubt, the most 
gifted man that ever graced a 
school room in this county, His 
career as a teacher began in 1878 
aNd from the very beginning his 
charm was felt far beyond the 
boundaries of his district. 

“How he made his pupils gain so

much knowledge was beyond the 
comprehension of his associates. 
They read like elecutionists, drew 
like artists, discussed history like 
historians, and wrote their compo- 
sitions with as little effort as news- 
paper reporters. How he produced 
such results remains a mystery to 
this day. 

“In 1893 he became president of 
the county board of education and, 
at once, gave the schools of the 
whole county a course of study 
that made every one of them bet- 
ter than it had ever been before. He 
was a tireless, prolific worker for 
advancement.’ 

His career in this city lasted, off 
and on, until 1900. 

Hall’s son, Henry C. Hall Jr., is 
present assistant county superin- 
tendent of schools. 

BONDS VOTED 

Meanwhile, however, the popula- 
tion of the Menlo Park area con- 
tinued to grow and with it the 

school district continued to expand. 

Bonds for the original central 
school were voted in 1892. The 
building, constructed on the pres- 
ent central school property, burned 
in 1911, 

Contrary to a legend sometimes 
current among little boys, school 
was not discoNtinueg with the 
burning of the building: classes
